Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 8 to 17, 19 and 21 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The art of 
record does not teach or fairly suggest the thin ultra-low-carbon steel sheet having a 
composition, as claimed, having a homogeneous structure with equiaxed grains, a 
Lankford coefficient greater than 1 .6 and a plane anisotropy coefficient close to 0; and 
its process of making comprising the steps of producing steel alloy, casting, hot rolling 
at a Temperature above Ar3, coiling at >530 to 570C, cold rolling, continuously 
annealing at 640 to 670C, and rerolling to final sheet thickness for drawing. Applicant's 
declaration submitted June 2, 2003 is deemed persuasive because it establishes by 
comparative test data that steels containing N range of <0.006% and annealed at lower 
temperature (670C) are critical limitations in order to produce superior drawability 
characteristics, a grain index>10 and a plane anisotropy coefficient close to 0. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
